the Agenee s decision to credit Social Security to CIARDS annuitants 
reemployed by the Agency was based on the fact that they held positions 
not subject to the Civil Service system. Pettibone noted that if the 
Commission reverses its ruling and finds that CIARDS annuitants 
reemployed in Government are eligible for retirement benefits under 
the Civil Service system, then any amounts paid under Social Security 
would have to be refunded and no credit could be given for the period 
worked. Also, such persons would be found cligible for Civil Service 
benefits from the first day of their reemployment. Pettibone also felt 
that reemployed CIA annuitants in another agency would be eligible for 
a recomputation for all Federal service, including service with CIA. | 


He urged that the Agency review carefully the present status of reemployed 


CIARDS annuitants in Government and the impact on them should the 
Commission reverse its policy. I discussed the call with 

Deputy Director of Personnel, and he called Mr. Doyle, at the Civil 
Service Commission, to arrange a meeti i this matter fully. 
He requested that I attend and that I po eee, who will also 
be attending.
